Feeding Value of Frosted Grain | 


Last September lowa had a frost 
which caught some of the corn and caus- 
ed the prouuction of what is known as 
“soft corn.’ There was at that time a 
considerable amount ~ of discussion 
amongst stockmen as to the relative 
feeding value of this grain and mature 
corn. In order to make a thorough test 
of the matter the animal husbandry de- 
partment of the state experiment sta- 
tion undertook a practical feeding ex- 
periment. Sixteen steers of umform 
breeding and quality were divided into 
two lots of eight each. One was fed 
on mature corn grown in 1900 and the 


other on the saft corn of 1902. These 
steers were fed six months and 
marketed in Chicago on April 16. Each 


lot were sold separately, but the buyers 
could not see any difference, thus they 
both brought the same price. The re- 
sults of the slaughter test showed the 
soft corn lot to kill out 61 per cent. 
-dressed meat, while the mature corn lot 
dressed 60 per cent. The gains made 
by the lots were practically the same and 
the number of pounds of corn required 
to produce one pound of gain was al- 
most the same, being slightly in favor 
of the mature corn. 

For a very obvious reason the farmers 
of this country have very little trouble 
with frosted corn, but we quote the ex- 
periment for the comfort of those who 
occasionally raise frozen wheat crops. 
Whatever the feeding value of such 
grain may be, however, everyone knows | 
that a touch of frost considerably light- | 
ens the yield of grain which is not very | 
nearly mature. |

FOREST GARDENERS. 


Mary of the Nuts and Seeds Rurled by 
the Squirrels Are Forgotten by Them 
and Grow to Trees. 


“Has it ever occurred to you who 
are the real gardeners of the for- 
est?’’ asked an old friend of the High 
Park squirrels, as reported in The 
Toronto Globe. ‘I never heard a 
theory propounded that animals 
plant trees, but from what IT have 
observed during ten years of friend- 
ship with the park squirrels 1 am 
satisfied they, and not the acorn, are 
father to the oak, Whether a squir- 
rel plants trees impelled by instinct 
IT am not prepared to say. ‘Their 
industry may be explained by a less 
far-fetched theory. Observe any 
@uirel during nutting time and see 
how busy he is in laying in a stock 
of provisions for winter. Bushels 
and bushels of acorns and nuts are 
gath red by the little fellows and 
stored in the hollows of trees and in 


other accessible nooks. When thege 
are filled the squirre} buries — his 
treasures in the ground. LBusily, like 


a streak of lightning, he whisks 
about under oaks, picking acorns and 
burying them in the ground in a 
thousand and one spots. rom sun- 
rise to sunset he and his mates are 
busy storing away the presioug win- 
ter supply, 

‘The buried nuts are the first con- 
sumed by the wise little animal, who 
knows a tite will come soon when 
the ground will be frozen hard and 
covered with snow, after which the 
supply tucked way in tree hollows 
must be des nded upon Doubtless 
many of the acorns buried by the 
little planter are forgotten, Ones 
are covered under snow before he ha 
a chance to dig them out.

In the developuicnt of that 
mining district, it became desirable 
to institute new local machinery for 
the prompt settlement of claims, in- 
stead of referring disputes to Ot- 
tawa. One of these is the Yukon 
Territorial Court, having general 
juri diction, the other the Dawson 
Miring Court, occupying itself more 
particularly with mining claims. 
The fees inuposed by both courts are 
repreeented by revenue stamps affix- 
ed to the papers filed, and each 
court has a separate series. Lach 
sericg consists of six values, 10, 25 
aud 50 cents, and $1, $2 and $38, all 
of one general design and cgiar, byt 
with varied frames, In the former 
series, Which are steel blue stamps, 
the central vignette is a seated 
Justice.
